Marine Skaggs Wounded 
Second Time; Loses Leg 



A young Granite City Marine 
was seriously wounded Tuesday 
in Vietnam for the second time 
within 12 months, his mother 
was informed by the U. S. Ma¬ 
rine Corps yesterday. 

Marine L/Cpl. Gary L. 
Skaggs, 19, .son' of Mrs. Gladys 
Counts, 2713 Washington .ave¬ 
nue, suffered extensive shrap¬ 
nel wounds while in action with 
the First Marine Division and 
underwent' amputation of the 
right leg below the knee. The 
surgery was performed at Da 
Nang military hospital. 

A telegram received by Mrs. 
Counts at 6 a.m. today said her 
son was listed “very seriously 
ill*’ at the Da Nang hospital 
Tuesday, with fragmentation 
wounds of the lower back, neck 
and leg, resulting from a hos¬ 
tile explosive device encount¬ 
ered on a sweep. He was in 
combat with K Co., First 
Marines, in the northern sector 
of South yietnam. 

L/Cpl. Slfaggs suffered a ser¬ 
ious wound to the right hip on 
Jan. 28, 1968, when struck by 
a sniper's bullet during a sur¬ 
prise atta :k by North Vietna¬ 
mese fore is on Da Nang.

, The Illinois Revenue Depart¬ 
ment has not yet made' full 
1968 statistics available, but fig¬ 
ures for January-September

A similar breakdown of the 
Quad-City sales dollar in 1965 
showed Granite City with 
844%. Madison 12%, Venice 
2^4%, Mitchell .63 of 1% and 
Pontoon Beach, .12 of ,1%. 

Despite the changing propor¬ 
tions, the dollar volume has 
risen in all municipalities and 
areas. 

For the first three-quarters of 
1968, local sales stood at 
$66,046,181, including $54,349,353 
in Granite Cfty, $8,105,356 in 
Madison. $1,710,203 fn Venice, 
$1,073,886 at Mitchell and $807,- 
381 in the village of Pontoon 
Beach. 

Combined Exceed Venice 

These reports show that 
Mitchell and Pontoon combined 
'now exceed Venice sales. 

Based on the $66,046,181 Quad- 
City ta'lly for the first nine 
months, the grand total for the 
year is expected to be in the 
vicinity of $90 million. Com¬ 
pilation of sales tax returns by 
the state is still a number of 
weeks from completion. 

The tally for all of 1965 shows 
a marked contrast with 1968.

Beautification Program Success Due to Spirit of People 


Pride, Inf., an Alton civic or¬ 
ganization (dedicated to beauti¬ 
fication of (the city and its en¬ 
virons, oWes .its tremendous 
success of the past three years 
to the public spirit of the peo¬ 
ple who do the work, Dr. Gor¬ 
don F. Moore, president of the 
organization, told a meeting of 
40 Rotarians in the YMCA 
Tuesday noon. 

Dr. Moore,, who illustrated 
his talk with color slides show¬ 
ing many ,of the organization’s 
accomplishments in beautifying 
streets, highways, industrial 
areas and “just plain holes in 
the ground" • with tree, shrub 
and flower plantings, told the 
Rotarians that volunteer parti¬ 
cipation in the program - has 
grown to .such extent that an 
increased public fund sub¬ 
scription will be necessary this 
year to provide an enlarged 
staff to guide its activities. 

Jack J. Barban,'executive di¬ 
rector of Pride, Inc., who also 
spoke briefly and conducted a 
questipn and answer session 


during the Rotary Club lunch¬ 
eon session, said the Pride, Inc. 
operation has developed to such' 
an extent that "we've got. a 
bear by the tail and we have 
to run like the dickens to keep 
up with it.” 

Spends No Taxes 

Dr. Moore explained that 
Pride, Inc. is a not-for-profit 
corporation whose only function 
is the beautification of the 16 
communities in the Alton Lake 
area. It spends no tax money, 
neither local, state or federal. 
It does not spend a dime for a 
tree, a plant or a seed. 

“If a money problem comes 
up, there is always a way to 
solve that. It is keeping the peo¬ 
ple interested in the projects 
that need doing that is' impor¬ 
tant,” he said. 

“When the decision to organ- 
ize Pride, Inc. was made three 
years ago, we went to the pub¬ 
lic with a subscription cam¬ 
paign and raised the money 
necessary to set up an office 
with an executive director and 


a secretary/’ Dr. Moore said. 

“Now the program has grown 
beyond anyone’s wildest dream 
and we must go to the people 
again this spring to raise funds 
for another three years.” Pride 
is expected to seek enough 
funds this year to increase the 
organization operational budg¬ 
et from $30,000 per year to 
$43,000 per year. 

“We operate for all,” Dr. 
Moore explained.- “Geographi¬ 
cally our program involves all 
of the 16 communities sur¬ 
rounding the Alton Lake. We 
can visualize many things we 
want to change. We have a 
dirty old town, but we love her. 
We just want to wash her’ 
face.” 

Before and After 

In his Slide illustration. Dr. 
Moore portrayed many "before 
and after” locations • of high¬ 
way shoulders, median strips, 
traffic median triangles, high¬ 
way cutaways through bluff 
areas and treeless expanses 
along open highway stretches 


as they looked before planting 
programs changed them into 
landscaped areas of grass, 
shrubs and flowering trees. 

The first step in beautifica¬ 
tion of a community. Dr. 
Moore said, is landscaping of 
approaches to the city. In many 
instances these approaches are 
near subdivisions where the 
people are interested in seeing 
something more than a bare 
highway shoulder or an occa¬ 
sional patch of scrub plants. 

Beautification projects in the 
Alton area are carried out by 
many organizations who make 
these projects a phase of their 
organizational activities, Dr. 
Moore explained, adding that 
Pride’s only job is supplying 
the motivation. 

Variety of Programs 

Pride, Inc. presently has 
about 5000 volunteers ready and 
willing to undertake projects 
of many types ih all parts of 
the area. These programs may 
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A decision on commercial 
“strip zoning” the full length

Alderman Bartosiak, who 
called for granting the special 
use permit, said the exir would 
be through the alley. He said 
there were no objectors at the 
public hearing for offices in the 
residence. Boyd added that with 
tree removal at the reab of the 
building, there would be ade¬ 
quate off-street parking.)

Speaker for the evening was 
Joseph Nemeth. Granite City 
police department liaison offi¬ 
cer for the States Attorney 
office. 

He spoke on the topic “Law 
and order and what the citizens 
can do to uphold the law in 
the community.” Nemeth said 
“Many groups, including the Ki¬ 
wanis Club, can assist the de¬ 
partment in solving some of the 
current problems." 

He explained the local -police 
department consists of 41 offi¬ 
cers, including the chief, assist¬ 
ant chief, chief of detectives, 
four lieutenants, four sergeants 
and 30 patrolmen. “The depart¬ 
ment is on duty 24 hours a day, 
seven - days a week,” he added. 

“The police officer," Nemeth 
noted, "has improved his image 
in recent years from the 'cop' 
illustrated in magazines as a 
big, dumb, flat foot—the center 
of many jokes—to a family man 
working to make a living for 
his family while contributing to 
his community.” 

A probationary patrolman is 
required to attend eight to 10 
weeks of police school and must 
pass the school exams to be¬ 
come a member of the force. 
After being accepted, all offi¬ 
cers are required to attend 
seminars and refresher courses, 
to bring them up-to-date with 
the latest court decisions and 
new laws. 

Officers decisions are based 
on Supreme Court law interpre¬ 
tations. 

The local department, he 
added, has a traffic division, 
detective division and juvenile 
division and the equipment in¬ 
cludes two unmarked cars, two 
station wagons, one radar car, 
four marked patrol cars, two 
solo motorcycles for traffic and 
two-three wheel motors for 
parking meters and traffic. 

Nemeth said a number of 
cities find it difficult to fill va¬ 
cancies in police departments 
because of bad publicity and ac¬ 
cusations of police brutality, but

of President Nixon was general enough and yet 
touched on so many points that all listeners 
could find some phrase that agrees with their 
attitude or son ne goal which they support. 

Not surprisingly, one of our favorite por¬ 
tions was the assertion that “to match the mag¬ 
nitude of our tasks, we need the energies of our 

people-enlisted not only in grand enterprises, 

but more importantly in those small, splendid 
efforts that make headlines in the neighborhood 
newspaper instead of the national journal.” 

Many of the undertakings and achieve¬ 
ments headlined in the Press-Record are news¬ 
worthy primarily in the community in which 
they occur. Other population centers and their 
newspapers meanwhile are occupied with ac¬ 
tivities taking place there. 

But such events arc important, even if not 
nationally known, because America is the sum 

total of many counties and municipalities-and 

a nation cannot thrive unless its communities are 
meeting with success in solving the problems 
that confront them. 

At this early stage in the new administra¬ 
tion, it cannot be known whether it will be a 
success or failure. We hope the new president 
succeeds, because that will mean the United 
States and its people have attained progress 
and improvement. 

But there can be no doubt that whatever 
is accomplished will stem from personal involve¬ 
ment—individual effort above and beyond basic 
citizenship duties. In the words of the new na¬ 
tional leader: 

"Our greatest need now is to reach beyond 
government to enlist the legions of the con¬ 
cerned and the committed. What has to be done, 
has to he done by government and people to¬ 
gether or it will not be done at all.

Until he has been part of a cause larger than 
himself, no man is truly whole. The way to ful¬ 
fillment is in the use of our talents."

Suits Eliminate Any Basis for 
Continuing Highway Fund Freeze 

Filing of Justice Department suits against 
three labor unions in this region, charging un¬ 
fair hiring practices, provides an additional argu¬ 
ment for the immediate ending of the ban on 
federally-aided highway construction in Madison 
and St. Clair counties. 

Regardless of the validity of the charges, 
which can be determined at-court hearings, it 
can be said that the suits have as their subject 
the same issue that led to the fund freeze. 

Since it can be assumed that the suits will 
succeed in achieving justice in the matter, there 
is no longer any reason why highway users and 
the economy of one of the chief Illinois popula¬ 
tion centers should he penalized. 

Approval of Revised Master Plan By All 
Agencies a Big Milestone for Granite City 

City council approval of the new Granite 
City master plan for future growth gives the 
municipality a chance to more effeciently co¬ 
ordinate its actions with school, housing and 
park planning. r 

Updating of the plan to look as far ahead 
as 1985 is a big milestone. Now that it has ob¬ 
tained the general approval of all official gov¬ 
erning agencies, individuals, groups, businesses 
and developers will be able to chart their futur.e 
plans with greater precision and less risk of in¬ 
compatible improvement projects. 

Great Interest in Venice-Madison 
Program to Encourage New Homes ■ 

The Madison-Venice program for .‘replace¬ 
ment of dilapidated homes with new residences 
is so logical that it is a wonder it was not thought 
of before by national housing officials. Recent 
regulations permit such an approach, utilizing 
private financing and also federal and municipal 
funds under certain conditions. 

The plans that have been made call for a 
strong local voice throughout, and wisely re¬ 
quire both cities to have comprehensive planning 
and zoning in effect before proceeding. 

Residents will watch with great interest as 
the renewal of selected small locations is carried 
out. Some such mechanism for substituting mod¬ 
ern accommodations for aged dwellings has long 
ranked as one of the major needs of the urban 
areas of America. 

Plenty of ‘Sock’ By Outgoing Officials 

Maybe it's because we have been affected 
by not one but two governmental transitions— 
state and national — but the number of last- 
minute actions by outgoing officials has seemed 
unusually large. 

At the worst, such moves are viewed as 
an attempt to take actions contrary to the public 
mandate expressed in the November election. 

At the best, the interval between balloting and 
inauguration is seen as a time when unpopular 
but needed rulings, appointments and decisions 
can be made without putting newly-elected of¬ 
ficials "on the spot" with voters. 

Between the two extremes, it could be 
that the relinquishing of authority is sifeh a jolt¬ 
ing experience that many find it an irresistible 
temptation to get in a few parting jolts of their 
own, to tide them over until they may be able 
to regain office. 

Another possible explanation: There was 
so much campaign use of the phrase, "Sock it 
to them I", that it was decided to do just that. 


Rare Opportunity to Improve the 
State Constitution of Illinois 


Illinois citizens have an op¬ 
portunity—for the first time in 
50 years—to rewrite the state 
constitution. 

If and when revised, or if an 
all-new document is produced, 
voters will have to decade 
whether, in the final analysis, 
they want a change. 

The present constitution, the 
third in Illinois’ history, was 
adopted in 1870. 

The holding of a constitutional 
convention, for the purpose of 
drafting a new or amended 
constitution, was approved by 
voters in 1918. However, after 
the convention was held and a 
new constitution was drafted, 
it was rejected by voters in the 
referendum. 

Now that voters have again 
approved a convention call, it 
is the state legislature's respon¬ 
sibility to make the necessary 
arrangements, including appro¬ 
priation of money to coyer con¬ 
vention costs and to pay the 
salaries of delegates. 

The Illinois Constitution Study 
Commission soon will recom¬ 
mend to the legislature the 
method of electing convention 
delegates. The legislature must 
determine when the election 
should be held and if it should 
be partisan or no,:-partisan. 

A total of 116 delegates, 
or two delegates from each 
senatorial district, will be 
elected. 

To qualify as a candidate 
for election, a person must 
be at least 25 years old, a 
U. S. citizen, and have re¬ 
sided a minimum of five 
years in Illinois and two 
years in the state senatorial 
district. 

Delegates meet within three 
months after their election to 


hold an unlimited convention. 

This means that after review¬ 
ing the present constitution, 
they may propose any amend¬ 
ments or revisions-^including, 
if they see fit, an entirely new 
constitution. 

Once the draft is completed, 
the convention sets a date on 
which the people may vote on 
the new or revised constitution. 

Ratification requires a “yes'* 
vote from a majority of those 
voting at an election held not 
sooner than two months and not 
later than six months after the 
convention. 

What’s the matter with the 
state's present coftstitution? 
The advocates of revision say 
the document is too specific 
and inflexible. 

Here are some of the things 
they say should be done: 

1. Revise the revenue article 
to provide a broader base for 
taxation and raise the debt 
limitations of state and local 
governments. 

2. Make it easier to amend 
the constitution. 

3. Provide annual state 
legislative sessions to al¬ 
low annual budgets. 

4. Revise the constitution 
to be a body of principles 
somewhat in the manner of 
the much shorter-U. S. Con¬ 
stitution, rather than a 
lengthy list of limitations. 

5. Remove obsolete provisions 
like those calling for financing 
of the 1890 Columbian Exposi¬ 
tion. establishing street rail¬ 
roads, constructing the state-, 
house and restricting sufferage 
to men (a provision which was 
nullified by adoption of the 19th 
Amendment to the U. S. Con¬ 
stitution).
